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Now is the Time to Expand Sales to France 


The following article was prepared in Paris by the Commercial Department of H.M. Embassy, with the assistance of the 

British Chamber of Commerce in France. It therefore incorporates the views of British businessmen with many years of 

experience in the French market. They are of the opinion that the striking improvement in the French economy, together with 

the liberalization of imports, presents an opportunity for the expansion of profitable business between the two countries. The 

article emphasizes two special points — a real effort must be made by British exporters to cultivate the market and, wherever 
possible, to have some staff who can speak and correspond in French; and they must take action quickly. 


N DECEMBER 24, 1959, the French Government handed out 
() a welcome Christmas present, in the form of a further exten- 

sion of liberalization to goods which hitherto had been subject to 
severe import restrictions. (Please see the January 8 issue of this 
Journal.) Among the products concerned were many of interest to 
United Kingdom exporters including wheeled tractors, whisky, 
synthetic fibre fabrics, most textiles, certain machine tools, cars and 
washing machines. Import restrictions still affect some British exports 
to France but the French aim is to remove all restrictions on industrial 
goods within two years. 


Recent liberalization, the remarkable recovery of the French 
economy and its planned expansion, point to an attractive market 
already open to British manufacturers. But the effort to re-enter this 
market must be made now, for next year it may be more difficult. 


The Potential of the Market 


In 1959 United Kingdom exports to the Netherlands (population 
10,000,000) were worth £113 million; to Sweden (population 
7,392,000) they were worth £112 million. During the same period, 
United Kingdom exports to France (population 45,000,000) were 
worth only £77 million. Thus, exports to the Netherlands and to 
Sweden were both more than six times as great per head of population 
as they were to France. There were a number of reasons for this, 
not the least being the history of import restrictions, now much 
diminished by liberalization measures. (Detailed lists of quotas will 
be found on page 517 of this issue.) 


There will always be the problem of domestic competition, for, 
generally speaking, what Britain makes France can make and, in most 
cases, does make. However, each of these countries has a natural 
ability to produce certain specialized goods, and this creative, inventive 
capacity is recognized and respected. For consumer goods, the issue 
will largely depend upon quality and price —i.e., value for money — 
and upon the skill shown in marketing. Quality must be considered a 
predominating factor as, unless it is superior to what France can 
produce, higher prices may prevent success. There is a big market for 


capital goods, and particularly such items as engineering equipment, 

machine-tools, motor-cars and domestic appliances, in so far as they 
are superior in performance and reliability to those of competitors. 
Provided these fundamental advantages are present — and they are 
in many British engineering products — success becomes a question of 
studying the market, applying any adaptations which may be necessary 
and taking the correct steps to develop the sales — plus, of course, 
perseverance. 


At present, the majority of British goods imported into France 
enjoy tariff parity with those coming from the Common Market, 
because the United Kingdom, as well as other non-member countries 
has been given in nearly all cases the benefit of the 10 per cent. 
reduction granted to the Common Market countries at the beginning 
of 1959. According to the Treaty of Rome the Common Market 
countries will reduce their tariffs towards each other by a further 
10 per cent, on July 1. The Six have not yet decided whether or on 
what terms to extend these reductions to third countries. Even if 
they decide not to, there would still remain a promising market in 
view of recent liberalization. But the best opportunity to expand our 
share of the market is now, while there remains virtual patity in 
tariffs. 


Setting About the Task 


British firms already established in France and those contemplating 
an effort in the French market are facing a new and resurgent France, 
and an exacting customer. French trade customs and practices must 
be studied and respected. Foreign goods now have to be ‘sold’ in 
every sense of the word, and it is not so easy to sell to a nation which 
consists of such widely divergent types as the Flemish from the north, 
the Bretons, the Alsatians, the Basques, the Provencaux, and last, but 
not least, the Parisians. 


In some cases British manufacturers may find it to their advantage 
to have their products manufactured in France under licence or to 
set up their own factories. This is a question which must be studied in

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each case and cannot be decided without a thorough examination both 
of sales possibilities and the costs and profits to be expected. 


In other cases it may be advisable to appoint a commercial agent. 
To be successful he must have an intimate knowledge of the country 
and be able to bring out all the latent opportunities of the various 
regions. To find such an agent, and, what is more important, to keep 
him, is a job which needs more than ordinary attention and cannot be 
accomplished by a desultory exchange of correspondence. The British 
manufacturer must make up his mind to tackle the French market 
seriously, realizing that to cultivate a market with a population almost 
equal to that of the United Kingdom requires a much greater effort 
than just a casual attempt to get rid of excess home production. Con- 
tinuity of sales effort is essential to success. 


The Use of French 


The language barrier is much greater than may be supposed as 
although some French technicians understand English it is not widely 
used — or even understood ~in business generally. It is no more 
reasonable to expect to do business in France in the English language 
than it is to expect to do business in the United Kingdom in French. 
British businessmen visiting France should have a good working 
knowledge of French or be assisted by someone who has. Corres- 
pondence, especially in the initial stages, and trade literature above all, 
should be in French. If it is in English it tends to go straight into 
the waste-paper basket — and rightly so. Certain advertising material 
in French can serve other countries as well, in particular Switzerland 
and Belgium, and the French Overseas Territories. The Germans are 
certainly alive to the language problem and their success in the French 
market stems largely from this fact. The use of Fiench is of paramount 
importance and without it the enterprise and energy expended may 
be wasted. A recent letter from a prominent British importer living 
in France stresses this point: 

‘I would emphasize strongly the importance of tackling the French 
market in its own language. French friends of mine have often com- 
plained that they receive from the United Kingdom letters, printed 
matter, documents, journals, in English whereas such papers are sent 
from Germany and other Continental countries in the French languayze. 
I regularly receive myself unasked-for but very interesting export literature 
from Germany, Hungary, etc., and have often thought that we should do 
the same . . . British export trade i in France would benefit considerably if a 
less facile and lazy way were adopted by many manufacturing firms and 
trade organizations at home.’ 


Agents and Information 


After an agent or licensee has been appointed, the maintenance of 
close relations is essential. British principals must stimulate their 
representatives in France by frequent visits— Paris is one of the 
shortest plane trips from London — and also should arrange return 
visits. Even in these days of highly organized business, personal 
contacts have not lost their value. 


Success in any market depends on price, quality and delivery date 
and, where necessary, technical assistance and after-sales service. 
In view of the last devaluation of the franc, price is particularly 
important.

AFTER DISCUSSIONS between the company and the Board of 
Trade, Vauxhall Motors Limited have now formulated plans for 
expansion over the next few yeats. These embrace the construction 
of a new commercial vehicle factory on the south side of the River 
Mersey, and certain additional buildings in the Luton-Dunstable 


area. 
The following statement was issued on February 26 hy Mr. Philip 


Copelin, chairman and managing director: 

‘Since the completion of the company’s last major expansion 
programme in 1958, it has become clear that further growth is 
essential in the years immediately ahead if Vauxhall is to meet 
~~ — demand for its cars and commercial vehicles at home 
an road. 


‘Over the past few months, therefore, discussions have been 
held between the company and the Board of Trade concerning 
the location of the new buildings that would be necessary in any 
further expansion. 

‘For economic and social reasons, Vauxhall would have pre- 
ferred to continue to expand its activities in the Luton-Dunstable 
area, but after discussions with the Board of Trade it was felt 
that the company should adapt its plans to the Government's 
policy of steering industrial development to areas of under- 
employment. 

‘A very large number of sites in these areas were suggested 
by civic authorities, cevelopment committees and _ regional 
officials of the Board of Trade, whose constant co-operation and 
constructive help are greatly appreciated by the company. All 
these suggested sites were considered, and more than 30 of them 
were visited by directors of the company. Eventually the area 
around Ellesmere Port, on the south side of the River Mersey, 
was considered to be the most suitable for the company’s needs. 


‘Sites which appear to be available in this district are large 
enough for present and anticipated future needs. It is an area 
where manpower of all types, technical educational facilities and 
all essential services, are readily available. It has good road, rail 
and sea access; and it is not so far removed from sources of 
supply, from markets and from the Luton-Dunstable factories, 
as some of the other localities examined. 


“The company hopes that investigations and negotiations now 
in progress will lead to the acquisition of a suitable site. The 
company proposes to construct a factory for the manufacture 
of Bedford commercial vehicles — both trucks, which are now 
made at Dunstable, and light vans, at present produced at Luton. 
The factory will have an area of more than 2} million square feet, 
which will accommodate about 7,000 people. Construction will 
start as soon as the land has been acquired and planning per- 
mission obtained. It will take place in two stages. 

‘Stage I covers the erection of buildings to house a press shop, 
facilities for body build, paint and trim, and the final assembly 
of commercial vehicles, together with buildings and plant for 
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Vauxhall Motors Announce Future Expansion Plans 


associated services. This stage is expected to take two years to 
complete. At that time employment is estimated to be 3,500 
people. 


‘Stage II is planned to cover the further development of the 
site into a highly integrated commercial vehicle plant. This stage 
will entail the construction of further buildings, to which machin- 
ery and equipment for the production of engines, axles, gearboxes, 
etc., would be transferred from the Dunstable factory. The 
timing of the various operations will be based on the maintenance 
of a stable level of employment at the Luton and Dunstable 
factories. 


‘Concurrently with the development of the new factory on 
Merseyside, certain less extensive building projects will be under- 
taken at the present sites in the Luton and Dunstable areas. As 
space becomes available in the present Dunstable factory, 
passenger car manufacturing operations, now based solely at 
Luton, will be extended and re-deployed. 


‘Work will start, as soon as planning permission is obtained, 
on the construction of a second storey on the present parts ware- 
house and office block. This will be followed by a further exten- 
sion, to provide a small additional press shop. The building, 
opened in 1958, was planned and constructed with the necessary 
facilities and services to accommodate these extensions. 


“New construction planned for this site is confined to a new 
building to house the company’s medical and rehabilitation 
headquarters, personnel and welfare activities and additional 
canteen facilities; and an extension to present office accommoda- 
tion for technical staff. The company has under consideration at 
a later stage the construction of a new design and research head- 
quarters on company-owned land to house all styling and product 
engineering activities. 

“The total number of people employed at the Luton and 
Dunstable factories and at Chaul End is at present 26,800. Little 
change is anticipated in this figure, as it is expected that all 
those now employed in the production of Bedford vans and trucks 
will be engaged on Vauxhall car production by the time the 
programme is completed. 


“When the new plant on Merseyside is in full operation, the 
company’s total strength will therefore be in the region of 34,000. 
A nucleus of key personnel will be transferred to the Merseyside 
plant during the initial stages of operation. 


‘Stage I of the programme, which is estimated to cost about 
£30 million, is expected to add 100,000 units a year to the 
company’s present production capacity. Details of the cost and 
additional output resulting from the second stage have not yet 
been fully determined. 


‘As the proposed Merseyside factory will be in a designated 


area, as defined by the Local Employment Bill, its financing 1s 
eligible for Government assistance.’ 












Now is the Time to Expand Sales to France (Continued) 


H.M. Consular posts in France will give advice on domestic and 
foreign competition, the appointment of agents, customs and other 
regulations and general commercial points which exporting firms must 
know in order to plan their campaigns. Much information is also 
readily available at the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, 
with whom close co-operation is recommended. In addition to these 
Government bodies, the British Chamber of Commerce, France, has, 
since 1873, in co-operation with other British trade organizations, 
been in the forefront in assisting trade in both directions. The Board 
of Directors of the Chamber is so convinced of the necessity of ex- 
panding trade between the United Kingdom and France that it has 
set up a Commission on Anglo-French Trade (conveniently known as 
CAF) with wide terms of reference for the specific purpose of con- 
centrating on its development. The Chamber would be very pleased 
to receive constructive suggestions from interested firms or organiza- 
tions. 


in conclusion, let us not delude ourselves that because import 










































































barriers are being removed in France, everything will be easy. But 
well-directed efforts will almost certainly reap a substantial reward in 
this market which is almost as big as that of the United Kingdom, 
and they will also open a way into other French - speaking markets and, 
indirectly, the Common Market.

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President of the Board of Trade to Visit Vienna Fair 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
has accepted an invitation from Mr. F. Bock, the Austrian Federal 
Minister for Commerce and Reconstruction, to attend the official 
opening during his visit to Vienna this month of the Austrian capital’s 
International Spring Trade Fair. 

Mr. Maudling is flying to Vienna on March 10 to lead the British 
delegation at the Ministerial talks of the European Free Trade 
Association on March 11 and 12. He has been invited together with 
other delegates to attend the opening ceremony of the International 


Spring Trade Fair on March 13. He will return to London on 
March 14. 


_ The International Spring Trade Fair annually attracts exhibitors 
from all over Europe, including many from Britain. This year the 
Board of ‘Trade is collaborating with the British Embassy in Vienna 


in organizing a British Pavilion with a floor area of 11,000 square feet 
at the fair. 


The aircraft industry wil) be the main subject of the British Pavilion. 
Several leading firms in the industry will be exhibiting on the 17 com- 
mercial stands in the Pavilion and one display will include a complete 
agricultural aircraft flown from Britain especially for the event. The 
aircraft industry will also be the theme of an official display in the 
Pavilion and seveial films to be shown in a small cinema on the 
official stand. Other British exhibits will include textiles, hand tools, 


linoleum, oil industry equipment, books and periodicals. The fair 
closes on April 20. 


EFTA Ministerial Meeting at Vienna 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, and 
Mr. Anthony Barber, Economic Secretary to the Treasury, will 
represent the United Kingdom at the meeting of Ministers from the 
EFTA countries, which will be held in Vienna on March 11 and 12. 


This will be the second Ministerial meeting since the signing on 
January 4 of the Convention establishing the European Free Trade 
Association. Following the first Ministerial meeting in Paris in January, 
senior officials of the EFTA countries met in London on February 
12 and 13, when they reviewed progress made in the establishment 
of the institutions of the Association and exchanged views in regard 
to the forthcoming meeting in Paris of the 21-member Trade Com- 
mittee, and in regard to the reorganization of the O.E.E.C. The 
EFTA Ministers will discuss these questions and deal with other 
current business of the EFT A. 


Finland’s Relations with EFTA 


THE FOREIGN OFFICE NEWS DEPARTMENT announced on Febru- 
ary 27 that ‘A Finnish delegation have had talks in Paris on February 
25 and 26 with representatives of the Seven member Governments 
of the European Free Trade Association about Finland’s relations 
with the Association. 


“The talks offered an opportunity for the clarification of the technical 
questions that arise and will serve as a basis for the consideration of 
these relations by the Government of Finland and the Governments 
of the European Free Trade Association countries. It is envisaged 
that another meeting will be held at an early date.’ 


Revised British Standard Publication 


A REVISED BRITISH STANDARD specifies a range of 17 cones and 
centres designed for winding continuous and discontinuous fibre 
yarns. Paper cones are specified for ordinary winding and warping; 
wood cones for high speed warping; and metal cones for the pressure 
dyeing of yarns. 

In view of the increasing tendency towards the bleaching of flax 
yarns after winding, metal centres of 5 in. and 6 in. traverse are 
provided for, together with the necessary paper transfer tubes. 


The cone angles included in the standard are: 3° — 30’ for ordinary 
purposes; 4°- 20’ for yarn dyeing; 9°-—15’ for hosiery yarns and 
parallel centres for bleaching flax yarns.

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Free Zone of Panama is a Good Trading 
Centre 


THE virTUES of the Free Zone in Panama as a trading centre for 
exports were emphasized by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, 
Board of Trade, when he addressed the London Chamber of Com- 
merce on February 24. 


‘Goods may be imported into the Zone and stored there for re- 
packing or re-processing and subsequent re-export without incurring 
Panamanian import duties,’ he said. ‘Your goods may be sold in the 
Panama Canal Zone, or to ships passing through the Canal, or to the 
inhabitants of Panama. In the latter case of course Panamanian 
import duties must be paid. The Zone is also an excellent distributing 
centre for goods and spare parts for Central America, the Caribbean 
and the northern countries of South America. Several large American 
firms are established there and one United States firm plans to manu- 
facture prefabricated houses for the whole Caribbean area. Continental 
firms are also showing great interest in the Zone. I was a little surprised 
to find that, although a number of Panamanian firms in the Free Zone 
hold British agencies, no British firm has yet set up there. If you are 
interested in the Latin American market you might consider using the 
facilities of the Zone. 


“There are also some useful contracts to be obtained from the 
Panama Canal Authority itself,’ he continued. ‘Foreign tenderers 
have to comply, of course, with the “‘Buy American” Act. The 
Authority is embarking on an ambitious programme for widening the 
Canal and I was informed by the Chief Engineer that this would 
represent a useful opportunity for a British contractor. This opening 
has been passed on by the Board of Trade to British contracting firms. 
Incidentally the Authority is disappointed that they did not receive a 
British tender for a new bridge which is to be built over the Canal. 
There is also a contract for new towing mules which will be used to 
take vessels through the lock system at each end of the Canal. I have 
hopes that at least one British firm will tender for this work.’ 


Hire Purchase Debt rose £16 Million in 
January 


HIRE-PURCHASE and other instalment debt owed to household 
goods shops and finance houses rose by £16 million in January com- 
pared with rises of £26 million in December and {£24 million in 
November. Total debt at the end of January is estimated at £873 


million. 


Debt owed to finance houses, which is mainly for motor vehicles, 
rose by £13 million compared with rises of £10 million in December 
and £12 million in November. 


The rise in debt owed to household goods shops in January was 
£3 million compared with rises of £16 million in December and 
£12 million in November. The sharp decrease in the rate of growth 
was probably largely due to the seasonally low level of sales in January.

Visit of Tasmanian Industrial Mission to U.K. 


A FOUR-MAN INDUSTRIAL MISSION comes to Britain from Tas- 
mania on April 6. Its object is to interest British firms in Tasmania 
and to persuade industry to invest capital in its expanding economy. 

Leader of the Mission is the Hon. R. F. Fagan, Deputy Premier, 
Attorney-General and Minister for Industrial Development. Other 
members are Mr. H. B. Somerset, a prominent Tasmanian business- 
man, Mr. A. W. Knight, Commissioner of the Hydro-Electric Com- 
mission of Tasmania, and Mr. K. J. Binns, Under-Treasurer and 
Commissioner of State Taxation. Announcing the Mission in London, 
the Agent General for Tasmania, the Hon. A. J. White, said: “The 
object of the Mission is to interest British businessmen in our State. 
We are seeking investments from all over the world but we would 
like Britain, our home country, to take a leading part. We have 
embarked on full-scale industrial development backed by our natural 
resources. ‘These include the cheapest hydro-electric power in the 
Southern Hemisphere. The Mission hopes to visit as many types of 
British industries as possible during their stay and we should welcome 
inquiries.’ 

The Mission is interested in aluminium products, apple products, 
chemicals, clocks, cotton goods, cutlery, electrical equipment, fibre 
glass products, fine glassware, lace, motor-vehicle parts, office machin- 
ery, paper products and surgical equipment.

O.E.E.C, Standstill Agreement on 
ENuclear Products 


ON January 29 the Council of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation adopted a Decision concerning Standstill measures 
in respect of ett bate trade in the field of nuclear energy. 
By the terms of the Decision, O.E.E.C. member countries (excluding 
Greece and Spain) have undertaken not to introduce new, or to 
increase existing, obstacles — notably Customs duties and quantitative 
restrictions — to trade between them in specified products of relevance 
to the nuclear energy industry. The specified products include certain 
ores, isotopes, chemicals, and scientific instruments. 
The Standstill is to remain valid until December 31, 1960; there are 
provisions for consultation between interested countries on the 
possibility of extension of the Standstill beyond that date. 

The Standstill is a continuation, in a revised and more precise 
form, of the Standstill Decision first made on July 19, 1956, and since 
extended from time to time.

FORTY-FOUR British firms will be exhibiting at this year’s Nurem- 
berg International Toy Fair, March 3-8. Twenty-eight of them will 
be showing on the large British official stand organized jointly by the 
Board of Trade and the British Toy Manufacturers’ Association. 
The stand will cover 3,500 square feet and will incorporate individual 
displays by each of the firms on it. It will be the first such collective 
British display at the fair. 

In addition to the firms’ displays, many more British toys are 
expected to appear this year on the stands of German agents. Virtually 
every type of British toy will be represented at the fair. On show for 
the first time will be new British model racing yachts and much of 
the latest model railway equipment. Soft toys for the very young will 
be well to the fore and there will be a wide range of ship, aircraft and 
railway kits for the model maker. 


British toy exports to Germany in the first 11 months of 1959 (the 
latest figures available) at more than £210,000 were more than 32 per 
cent. higher than in 1958. The Board of Trade and the British Toy 
Manufacturers’ Association have co-operated very successfully twice 
before in displays at the International Toy and Trade Fair in New York 
in 1958 and 1959. They are also co-operating in organizing a collective 
display at the Toy Fair opening in Melbourne, Australia, on May 16. 


Mr. John Rodgers sees Deputation from Maryport 


Mr. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
received a Deputation from the Maryport Urban District Council 
on February 24. 

The deputation said that they were deeply concerned about the 
unemployment situation in Maryport and mentioned in particular 
the proposal to close Silloth airfield and the possibility of further 
redundancies in coal. The Parliamentary Secretary said that he 
shared the deputation’s concern. The Board of Trade would continue 
to do all they could to encourage industrial development in the area. 

Several hundred jobs were expected to accrue there as a result of 
projects which were already in hand or in prospect, and he hoped that 
the possibility of assistance under the Local Employment Bill when 
this became law would stimulate further development. It was realized 
that this was dependent on the provision of adequate water supplies. 


Cardiff Deputation See Parliamentary Secretary 


A DEPUTATION from Cardiff, South Wales, saw Mr. John Rodgers, 
Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, and Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing, Local Government and Welsh Affairs, on 
February 24 to discuss unemployment in the Cardiff area, and the 
need for new industry. 

The Ministers assured the deputation that they realized the problems 
of the area and were very ready to see new industry being established 
there. In fact they were at present considering an application by a 
large engineering firm to set up production in the Cardiff area and 
they promised to give this application sympathetic consideration. 


Proposed Latin American Free Trade Area 


‘THE FREE TRADE AREA Agreement, to be called the Treaty of 
Montevideo, was signed on February 18, 1960, by representatives]of 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Mexico, Paraguay, Peru and Uruguay. 
ne is to be permitted to join as a founding member within four 
months. 


It is also reported that Colombia, Ecuador and Venezuela are con- 
sidering their adherence to the Free Trade Area.

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Breaking into the Export Market 
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Pointers to Success for the Smaller Firm 


By S. H. Elliott, Managing Director of H. J. Elliott Ltd., manufacturers of Laboratory Glassware and Thermometers, 
Treforest Industrial Estate, Glamorgan 


ERHAPS YOUR BUSINESS is a small one, like mine, giving 
Piaizece employment to some 200 people — not that that is a 
yardstick, it depends on the nature of your business. 


Like you, we could sit back and say export is for the big companies ; 
well, I cannot think of a big company today, whose growth in the 
home market is not the measure or the effort put into exports. Believe 
me, exports are vital to a successful home market, and vice versa. 


If we small manufacturing com- 
panies all made some effort to export, 
then the problem of adverse trade 
balances would vanish. It is like your 
vote — it is one of millions, but it does 
count. 

I only say all this because it is 
useless to make suggestions for ways 
and means to bigger and better exports 
if the reader cannot be sold on the idea 
that his company must export if it is 
to have a future. 

Here are some of the basic principles 
for success in exporting which we 
have tested during our 20 years’ 
experience in breaking into overseas 
markets. Before that, we sold from 
our office; now we have increased 
our exports fifty-fold: 

(1) You must have a good product, not by last year’s standards — 
next year’s. 
(2) Your factory methods must be judged in the same way. 


(3) Your service must be as good as (1) and (2), and service is not 


just something you have to give when you get the order, but 
before and after. 


(4) Catalogues and brochures that are at least equal to the standards 
of (1), (2) and (3). They must be informative, answer all the 
questions that have ever been asked about your product, plus 
those which have not yet arisen. 


(5) Prices. Some other manufacturer will always be cheaper, but 
the time to worry is when their consistent standards of quality 
are at least equal to yours. This is all linked directly with 
(1), (2), (3) and (4). 

In selecting your markets, I suggest you pick them one at a time. 

Make haste slowly — at first. This is important. 


You are fortunate to have the good free advice, just for the asking; 
of the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, and all that it 
means and provides, which is plenty; just ask them. Then study the 
‘Hints to Business Men’ (also free from the Board of Trade) for the 
particular country you are going to tackle. 


Now you are ready to go into the Export market, and the operative 
word is ‘GO.’ Unless you go, and it should be no one less than the 
managing director or sales director, you will never really get under 
way, because you will not have the absolutely vital first-hand know- 
ledge of the market; and just as important, of the people with whom 
you are hoping to deal. Just think what the position of your home 


market would be if you never left your office to meet your customer, 
or they you. 


By going out into overseas markets you see and hear things that 
matter that would never reach you by correspondence. I rate personal 
contact as an absolute ‘must.’ Every time I return from a trip I 


shudder to think what the consequences would have been had I not 
gone. 


The biggest dis-service you can do to our country, and your com- 
pany, is to try and conduct your export sales promotion by sitting in 
your office. You cannot expect to get results unless you know what the 
people to whom you are hoping to sell want, and how they want it, 
or whether they are the right people anyway. 


Apart from holiday trips to the Isle of Wight and Jersey before the 
War, I had never left our shores until I set sail for the United States 
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and Canada in February 1942, It was the best first step of its kind I 


ever took; I made personal contacts, and friendships that are 
invaluable today. 


To my regret, I have no ear for foreign languages, but unlesa you 
are fluent in the ‘native’ tongue, from a business point of view you 
are at a serious disadvantage if you do not stick to English. 

In my experience in Finland, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Mexico, 
Holland, Belgium, Germany, Switzerland, Africa (Sudan-south to 
Cape Town), France and Portugal, I have conducted business without 
undue difficulty, with the possible exception of the last two countries. 
Needless to say, Pakistan, India, United States and Canada are homes 
from home. | 
Some Do’s and Dont’s 

Here are some ‘do’s’ and “‘dont’s’ for the potential exporter: 

If you manufacture and do not export yet, your days, or those of 
your manufacturing business, may well be numbered. 
Go and see for yourself at first. 


Do not tell your prospective customer ‘you must take it like this 
as we make for the United Kingdom market where it is in great 
demand.’ He will not be the least bit interested. Adapt the product 
to what he knows his market needs; you will most likely find it sells 
better at home that way too. 


Do not send anyone who is not authorized (or capable) to make 
decisions on the spot. No two markets are quite the same, and the 
delay in referring back can be fatal. 


You must be fit and healthy for overseas trips if you have to do 
them often. 


Nothing, from my experience, is so exhausting. One trip in 1958 
in seven weeks I flew 20,000 miles, with 56 take-offs and landings. 
You are fighting time and distance, and sightseeing is out, unless 
you have to stay over for a week-end and cannot use it for travelling, 

By going overseas you will not only get to know your customer 
and his market, but you will also get to know your competitors and 
their products ‘and that is equally important. I count amongst my 
good personal friends overseas competitors, that alone is of in- 
estimable value and pleasure. 


Exporting is good business, and the world is a large and expanding 
market. The expanding home market, with increasing foreign com- 
petition, if it is your only sales outlet, can well be a shrinking one for 
you, as the operation of the Outer Seven and Six Common Market 
countries is virtually upon us. 

1959 was typical of my own overseas visits to twelve countries in 
the northern hemisphere, from Finland in the East, to Canada and 
the United States in the West. 

The North American markets, which have enormous potentials, 
are possibly the most difficult unless you are prepared to be thorough 
and extremely patient, and above all cautious in your approach. 

You may well find quick opportunities, but just as quickly find 
yourself swamped. If that happens you may not only do i 
harm, but worse still prejudice the reception for other British manu- 
facturers who follow you. This is true of all overseas markets. 

When you travel you are an r, not merely for your own 
company, but British manufacturers gen ‘ 

The question arises whether my journeys during 1959 were justified. 
The answer to that is although 1959 was not an easy year in the 
export markets as far as my company’s commodities were concerned, 
because with laboratory glassware we come up against very stiff inter- 
national competition, results show that our overseas increased 
by 25 per cent. This, of course, was as a result of sticking at it over the 
years and benefits derived from the first-hand experience of export 
market requireménts. 

As I said earlier, the world is a very large potential market, and 
although our export sales are now 40 per cent. of our total production 
and look microscopically.small compared with, say, the exports of 
the motor car industry, we small manufacturers can, in total, make a 


valuable contribution to the whole of the United Kingdom export 
effort. 
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Import Licensing of Cotton Manufactures 
from India and Pakistan 


IMPORTERS are reminded by the Import Licencing Branch of the 
Board of Trade that cotton manufactures are no longer being admitted 
without an import licence. 

As was made clear in Notice to Importers No. 933 of February 5 
(see Board of Trade Journal, February 12, page 335) it will not be 
possible to issue interim licences to firms without a certified record 
of previous trade otherwise than in the most exceptional cases and for 
relatively small amounts. 

Importers without such a certified record who have shipped goods 
from India and Pakistan before February 5, 1960, should, if they have 
not already done so, inform the Board of "Trade as soon as possible 
giving the following details: 


(a) casio ta ship and date of sailing; date and place of expected 
arrival; 

(b) the total square yardage of goods covered by the shipments; 

(c) name of Indian and/or Pakistan supplier; 

(d) name of the firm who placed the order with the supplier; 

(e) where the answer to (d) is the applicant, the names of the 
United Kingdom customers for the shipments in question; 

(f) method of payment and the name of bank through which 
payment is to be made; 

(g) amount of goods intended for re-export. 


Licences in respect of the balance of the quota will be issued as soon 
as possible and importers would be well advised not to arrange 
shipment of cotton manufactures from India or Pakistan until they 
are in possession of the necessary licences. 

The above announcement is made in Notice to Importers No. 935 
dated February 26. 


Disposals of Government Zinc 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on March 1 that they intend to 
dispose of their remaining unsold stocks of zinc, amounting to about 
53,000 tons. Of this, 35,000 tons consists of high grade, 12,750 of 
special high grade, and 5,250 of g.o.b. zinc. (These tonnages are 
approximate.) 

About 3,050 tons of g.o.b. zinc and 2,250 tons of special high grade 
zinc are being sold to the original suppliers or their agents for delivery 
by the Board of Trade before the end of June 1960. 


The progress of disposal of the rest of the zinc will be reviewed 
from time to time, in consultation with the trade interests concerned, 
in the light of prevailing conditions and any relevant reports of the 
International Lead and Zinc Study Group. The rate of disposal will 
depend on market conditions, but sales are expected to be completed 
within four years. 

32,000 tons of high grade and about 4,000 tons of special high 
grade zinc are being offered back to the agents of the original suppliers. 
As a first step in the disposal of the remainder (about 12,000 tons), 
the Board of Trade is offering for sale by tender 3,100 tons of zinc for 
delivery and pricing between April and September 1960. This 3,100 
tons includes the whole of the remaining g.o.b. stocks of about 
2,200 tons—nearly all of which will be sold for delivery June- 

ptember — 200 tons of high grade zinc and about 700 tons of special 
high grade zinc. Tender forms will be available from 1.M.4 (3) 
Division, Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, 
W.C.1 (Telephone: Chancery 4411, Ext. 655), in a few days’ time.

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Recent Exhibitions 





Engineering Materials and Design 


The first Engineering Materials and Design Exhibition at Earls 
Court from February 22-26, which was opened by Dr. Barnes N. 
Wallis, Chief of Department of Aeronautical Research and Develop- 
ment, Vickers-Armstongs (Aircraft) Limited, enabled engineering 
designers, technical directors, research and project engineers and 
purchasing staff to examine a variety of new components, materials 
and design ideas. The occasion also provided an opportunity for the 
exchange of information on a wide range of engineering problems and 
applications. 


Concurrently with the exhibition, a conference was held at which 
speakers gave some 20 lectures to about 2,000 delegates. 


Featured in the exhibition were inflatable buildings, composed of a 
tough lightweight proofed nylon fabric and kept up by a small pres -ure 
differential between the inner and outer surfaces. Buildings measured 
100 ft. by 40 ft. by 20 ft. and were easily removable fiom site to site. 
Providing temporary or permanent cover, they could be folded and 
stoied in any normal sized room. Collapsible tanks constructed on 
the same principle would enable ordinary lorries to carry liquid 
cargoes in bulk. When not in use the tank folds into a small space, 
permitting the vehicle to carry normal loads. Other items included 
machines that need no oiling, engines that never run hot and screws 
that never rust; needle bearings incorporating a patented method of 
radial play adjustment; a continuous demonstration of the uses of 
low temperature silver brazing alloys and fluxes; a knitting machine 
incorporating some 400 investment castings; an immersion gold 
plating process for printed circuits; and a six-screen colour film 
display illustrating the many uses of distillers’ plastics. 


Carpet, Linoleum and Floorcoverings 


Newest development shown at the International Carpet, Linoleum 
and Floorcoverings Fair and Carpet Production Exhibition at Earls 
Court, London, from February 22-26, was an electrically heated 
carpet powered by a 1,000 watt heater. Other items of interest included 
washable Wilton carpets produced in fadeless four-colour designs; 
a means of installing fitted carpets without showing the tacks; a nylon 
carpet resistant to stiletto heels; and reversible Swedish ‘huggarugs’ 
in plastic. One of the latest carpet underlays is made of a compound 
material containing both rubber and felt, which the makers claimed 
resisted moths, ensured non-slip and did not creep. Improved static 
conductive linoeums for use in hospital operating theatres and other 
places where inflammable anaesthetic mixtures present hazards, were 
also on show. 


An interesting process in the section devoted to methods of carpet 
production was the printing of tufted carpets. Other demonstrations 
included latexing and candlewick tufting, and a full range of equip- 
ment for the manufacture of tufted carpet. 


Occupying the whole of the ground floor — almost double the space 
occupied by last year’s fair—the fair and exhibition provided an 
opportunity for wholesalers and retailers to keep themselves informed 
on the most up-to-date methods of manufacture and the newest lines, 
designs and tendencies. 


Organized in conjunction with prominent members of the trade, 
the event was sponsored by the Federation of British Carpet Manu- 
facturers, the Linoleum Manufacturers’ Association and the Tufted 
Carpet Manufacturers’ Association. 


Household Textiles and Soft Furnishings 


Both natural and man-made fibres have taken strides ahead and 
many new developments were seen at the National Household Textiles 
and Soft Fuinishings Fair at the Royal Albert Hall, London, from 
February 22-26. 


Most of the merchandise on show was spun, woven and finished in 
this countiy, but there were some interesting fabrics and made-up 
goods from overseas. From America’s leading mill there were high 
fashion fitted sheets in a | array of solid colours, florals, checks 
and plaids. Their range also included a set of towels in two sizes with 
matching face cloth, and fine flannelette sheets in printed patterns 
and stripes. 


Canada’s biggest curtain manufacturers showed a large range of 
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ready-made curtains in printed cottons and Dacron. They were made 
up in styles completely new to this country, including cottage sets, 
tiered curtains, cafe sets and cross-over designs. 


From Sweden came designed nets in blended pastel checks, stripes 
and novelty weaves. Other exhibits included contemporary bed- 
cover/blankets in multicoloured Jacquard designs made from wool 
and man-made fibres, from Belgium, cotton prints from West Ger- 
many, folkweaves from Holland, and brocades from Italy and Belgium. 


New British goods included sculptured bedspreads in Terry towel- 
ling, with an all-over floral design and the edges trimmed with a 
frings. Natural brown and bleached translucent linens new to the 
trade could be seen in plain and novelty weaves. 


European Productivity Agency Summer Seminar 
on Marketing 


THE EUROPEAN PRODUCTIVITY AGENCY are proposing to hold a 
seminar on marketing during the first three weeks in August, 1960, at 
Rigi, near Lucerne, in Switzerland. 


The programme will principally be concerned with marketing 
research including the practice of marketing research within the 
framework of the business organization and market research on a 
wider European market. Particular emphasis will be placed on the 
interdependence of the various disciplines involved in marketing 
research, i.e. economics, sociology, psychology (motivation research), 
mathematics (quantitative analysis), statistics. 


The seminar will be open to 25 high level teachers or consultants 
in marketing who have a thorough knowledge of modern marketing 
methods. They should be approximately between 30 and 40 years of 
age, but these age limits are given as an indication of the level of 
experience desired, not as a hard and fast rule to which no exception 
can be made. 


Travelling expenses and subsistence have to be borne by the par- 
ticipants, who will also be required to pay a participation fee, which 
will include full board, of 850 new Fr. fres.

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Import and Export Prices in January 


T 8 general levels of import and export prices last month were practi- 
cally unchanged from those of December 1959. Although certain 
classes of imports and exports indicated slight price variations which in 
total were marginally downward, these were insufficient to alter the 
total price indexes for January which continued at 111 (1954 = 100) 
for exports and 100 for imports. The terms of trade also remained un- 
changed at 90. 


Among the various classes of exports, manufactured goods showed 
no change in the overall index. Within this class however there was 
an average increase of two per cent. in the unit values of metal manu- 
factures and a smaller rise in textiles. These were offset however by a 


decrease of one and a half points in the index for other manufactured 
goods whilst the export price index of engineering products remained 
the same as for the previous month. 

For imports the largest movement was a fall of about one and a half 
points in the index for the food, beverages and tobacco class mainly 
due to lower unit values of dairy products, fruit and non-alcoholic 
beverages. There was a rise of one point in the fuels index and a smaller 
rise in the basic materials index which, due to rounding, does not 
appear in the published figures. The import index for manufactured 
goods remained unchanged. 

The method of calculating the import and export price index was 
explained in the Board of Trade Journal on May 2, 1958.

Domestic Furniture Deliveries 


MANUFACTURERS’ DELIVERIES of domestic furniture in January is 
estimated, on the basis of returns from a sample of manufacturers, 
at a value of £8-7 million, 7 per cent. lower than the figure for 
January 1959. 

The provisional index of deliveries for January, which allows for 

rice changes and variations in the length of the working month, 
wend at 88 (1954 == 100) compared with 91 in January 1959. Estim- 
ated orders on hand at the end of January amounted to £9 million 
which compares with £8°8 million at the end of January 1959. 


The final for the value of deliveries in the fourth quarter 
of 1959 stood at £36-6 million (compared with the estimate of 
£38-1 million) and this showed a rise of 3 per cent. over the cories- 
ponding quarter last year.

MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of all knitted goods and fabrics (includ- 
ing warp knitted fabric) during the twelve months ending January 1960 
are provisionally estimated to have been 4 per cent. more than in the 
previous twelve months. Manufacturers’ selling prices have been 
rising over the past few months following falling prices earlier in the 
year; nevertheless average selling prices were less than a year earlier, 
implying that the volume of sales was 7 per cent. more. While the 
estimated index of sales in the three months November 1959 to 
January 1960 was 7 per cent. more than a year earlier, in January 
there was an increase of 13 per cent. compared with January 1959.

Details of hosiery sales for the three months August to October 
1959 are now available. The total value of sales during the quarter was 
3 per cent. more than in the corresponding quarter of 1958. Sales of 
socks and stockings, however, were 4 per cent. less, but this masks 
increased sales of women’s seamless stockings and men’s socks and 
stockings of synthetic fibres.

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in 1959 


A MODEST RECOVERY in sales by wholesale textile houses was 
reported in 1959; after having fallen by 3 per cent. in 1958 the value 
rose last year by 1 per cent. Good results in the second and fourth 
quarters of the year, in parallel with buoyant retail sales, were offset 
to some extent by quiet first and third quarters. In December sales 
were 5 per cent. more than a year earlier and for the fourth quarter 
as a whole the increase was 3 per cent. 

Stocks of wholesale textile houses began 1959 some 3 per cent. 
greater in value than a year earlier. In the course of the year they were 
kept down, generally below 1958 levels; in December, however, the 
seasonal run-down was somewhat less than usual and they ended the 
year at the same value as 12 months earlier.

Group have been using the original Decca River Radar for some years 
to enable navigation to be maintained both at night and in low 
visibility. | 
True Motion Radar for Messageries Maritime New Tonnage 
Decca Radar Ltd. have received instructions for the installation 
of their most advanced True Motion Radar Type TM 909 from the 
Compagnie des Messageries Maritime in their four new cargo vessels 
under construction in France. These owners have Decca Radar 
fitted in 18 of their existing vessels of which seven are equipped with 
True Motion radars. 


Flexible Water Tanks for Desert Expedition 

An interesting order for two unusually large flexible tanks — for 
storing drinking water under desert conditions — has recently been 
completed by Fireproof Tanks Ltd., of Portsmouth, using Hycar 
nitrile rubber. The tanks were ordered by a Geophysical Expedition 
to Saudi Arabia. They were required to hold 1,500 gallons each, and 
to be collapsible and transportable. The outer cover of the tanks was 
made with a Hycar/nylon laminate which is said to combine very 
high mechanical strength with abrasion resistance, while retaining 
its flexibility at extremes of temperature. An inner liner of a specially 
compounded rubber ensures that the water remains fresh and palatable 
for a considerable period. The dimensions of the tanks when full are 
12 ft. by 11 ft. by 3 ft. and they are fitted with a standard 2 in. valve 
to facilitate filling and emptying. Hycar nitrile rubber is made by 
British Geon Ltd., a company in the Distillers Plastics Group. 


Chemical Plant for Eastern Germany 

Humphreys & Glasgow Ltd., in association with Petrocarbon 
Developments Ltd., are to provide for the chemical industry of the 
German Democratic Republic an ethylene plant with a capacity of 
40,000 tons per annum. The order for the design and detailed 
engineering of the first phase of the project was signed in London 
last month by representatives of the East German Foreign Trade 
enterprise ‘Dia-Chemieausrustungen’ and the British companies, 
and work will start at once. The first phase of work is due for completion 
in December 1962. This is stated to be the first time that British 
companies have obtained a contract for a complete chemical plant 
for Eastern Germany, whose chemical industry ranks second, amongst 
the Eastern countries, only to that of the Seviet Union. The contract 
is part of a vast expansion programme of that industry and is one of 
the first results of the recently signed 1960 amendment to the 1959 
trade agreement between the Federation of British Industries and 
the Chamber of Foueign Trade of the German Demociatic Republic. 


Kitchen Installations for Overseas Countries 

James Stott & Co. (Engineers) Ltd., of Oldham, Lancashire, have 
recently received some interesting overseas orders for their range of 
kitchen equipment installations. Amongst these are the following: 
(1) An order for kitchen equipment and service counter for the 
University College, Ibadan, Nigeria, valued at over £5,000. The 
order includes boiling pans, frying range, cooking ranges, stainless 
steel sink units, etc., and a specially designed service counter approxi- 
mately 63 ft. long. (2) An order for a complete kitchen designed by 
the firm for a quarantine station at Kuwait. This order was received 
from the Public Works Department of the Government of Kuwait 
and is inclusive of a gas heated service counter approximately 54 ft. 
long, which will be constructed to serve 95 per cent. local personnel 
and 5 per cent. European foods. The value of this order is nearly 
4,7,000 and includes various pans, cooking ranges and specially 
designed stainless steel sink units, etc. (3) An order for the kitchen 
equipment and serveries for the new kitchen and dining halls at 
Fourah Bay University College of Sierra Leone, Freetown. The 
kitchen scheme is being dealt with in two sections and the firm has 
at present received the order for the first stage, which includes three 
separate serveries each to a separate dining hall. There will later be 
a further three serveries and all will include a service counter, re- 
frigerator and sink units. A wide range of kitchen accessories will be 
provided and the value of the order is stated to be over £8,000.

N.R.D.C. Inventions 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
was asked what inventions resulting from public research were now 
being developed and exploited by the National Research Development 
Corporation. Replying he said a full list would take some time to 
prepare, but the Corporation’s Annual Report for 1958/9 described 
the more important inventions which it was handling and indicated 
the source of most of them. The Report also showed that of the 187 
patent rights assigned to the Corporation during the year 1958/9, the 
majority had resulted from public research. 


Thursday February 25 


Local Employment Bill 


The President replied to a number of questions on the Local 
Employment Bill as follows: 


South Wales 


Of more than 20,000 new jobs which were expected to accrue

as Development Districts. :

New Motor Plants 


Asked to what extent the list of development districts published 
on February 9 was made available to the British Motor Corporation 
and Fords before they announced their decision with regard to new 
plants in the provinces; and what assurances were given to these 
firms that they would be given assistance under the Local Employ- 
ment Bill, the President said: “The answer to the first part is “‘Not at 
all.” And, to the second, that negotiation with motor car firms has 
been on the basis of existing legislation, and in the knowledge that 
the Local Employment Bill proposes new inducements.’ 

Blaydon 3h 

Blaydon was in the south-west district of Tyneside, and was 
not on the first list of Development Districts because it was not 
a locality in which, in the opinion of the Board of ‘Trade, a high 
rate of unemployment existed (or was expected) and was likely 
to persist. This was the statutory requirement by which the 
Board of Trade would be bound. 


Essex 

A Member asked the President to what extent, and in what 
manner, his department collaborated with other Ministries in 
respect of the transference of factories and businesses to the new 
towns; approximately how many firms had transferred their 
works and offices to the new towns since their foundation; and 
how many of these were in new towns in the county of Essex. 

He replied that his Department was constantly in touch with 

other Ministries about the needs of the New Towns and they 
drew the attention of suitable firms to what they offered. 348 
firms had set up new factories in these places. Of this number, 
112 went to new towns in Essex. Separate figures for offices 
were not available. 


Hull | 
Although the numbers of unemployed in Hull were high, the 





local rate of unemployment was lower than in many other places 
and would not justify the provision of assistance under the 
terms of the Local Employment Bill. 


Chester-le-Street 


The two Employment Exchange Areas which formed the 
Chester-le-Street constituency were not on the initial list of 
development districts because, in the opinion of the Board of 
Trade, they were not localities in which a persistently hi 
rate of unemployment existed or was expected. Projects to 
located in Chester-le-Street could, however, be considered for 
assistance under the Bill if they would provide employment for 
workers living in a development district. 

Trade with Germany 


A Member asked the President what action he had taken to increase 
trade between Great Britain, the Federal German Republic, and the 
German Democratic Republic, and with what success and whether 
he would state, for the latest convenient period, the balance of trade 
between Great Britain and the two countries mentioned, respectively. 

The President said: “We have had two trade missions here from 
Western Germany in the last 18 months and both my Department 
and the Embassy in Bonn have given the fullest support and assistance 
to our exporters. Western Germany is now one of our export 

ts. Exports and re-exports last year were £159 million and 
imports {144 million. As regards East Germany, we do not recognize 
the authorities there but the Federation of British Industries make 
unofficial trade arrangements from time to time with the East Gérman 
Chamber of Foreign Trade. Exports and re-exports last year were 
£4°2 million and imports £4-6 million. 
Leipzig Fair 

Asked why he would not send an observer to the Leipzig Fair, 
the President said: “We cannot send an official observer because we 
do not recognize the East German authorities. The Soviet authorities 
refused two years ago to grant a visa for an observer to attend in an 
informal capacity and I have no reason to think a visa would be 
given now.’ 


Trade with China 


The President said that the value of United Kingdom exports ‘to, 
and imports from, the Chinese People’s Republic during 1959 were: 
imports £19-7 million total exports £24-8 million.

Coal Industry 3 

The President was asked, when considering areas eligible for 
assistance under the Local Employment Bill, what inquiries were

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This article is written for United Kingdom firms interested in the huge market which the Canadian metal mining industry 

presents in the 1960s. It describes an industry which has doubled its output between 1950 and 1959 from £220. million to 

£485 million and which some expect to double its output once more between 1960 and 1969. The article deals only with the 

metal mining industry; it does not embrace the production of coal whose output continues to decline and was only 10} million 

tons in 1959, nor of the non-metallic minerals (output in 1959 £63 million of which £38 million was asbestos), nor of the 
structural materials. 


N 1959 THE CANADIAN metal mining industry got back into 
Ji stride, and established once more a record output. The value 

of mineral production totalled £485 million, an increase of £82 
million over 1958. Nickel output gained £23 million, iron ore £21 
million, copper £21 million and uranium £16 million. On the other 
hand, the demand for lead and zinc remained relatively slack. 


1958 was a difficult year for the industry, with world demand for 
minerals reduced and special difficulties in Canada’s main export 
market for metals, the United States. In July 1958 the United States 
copper excise duty of 14d. per pound was restored, and in October 
1958 quota restrictions were imposed on imports of lead and zinc, 
thus forcing Canadian producers to reduce output. These difficulties 
persisted into 1959. Also, export of Canadian nickel to the United 
States was affected by the growth of United States controlled nickel 
from Cuba, while the Canadian gold producer suffered because of 
the large discount on the United States dollar, which resulted in a 
reduction of the Canadian dollar return to an average of only {11 17s. 
per ounce throughout the year, not covered by subsidy. Finally, the 
uranium producers were faced, at the end of 1959, with the knowledge 
that the United States Atomic Energy Commission would not take 
up options on further Canadian uranium after the present contracts 
expired in 1962-63 (though the existing contracts will be stretched 
out into the late 1960s). 


Nevertheless, despite these problems, the present level of output 
of the metal mining industry is the highest ever, and the long term 
prospects are remarkable. Among Free World producers, Canada 
ranks first in output of nickel, uranium and zinc, second in aluminium, 
gold, silver and platinum, and fourth in copper and lead. In a Study 
prepared in 1957 for the Royal Commission on Canada’s Economic 
Prospects, it was predicted that the value of production of metals 
might multiply between three and four times in the period 1955 to 
1980, by which time the output would have reached a figure of some 
£1,500 million. 

A survey looking so far ahead is to some extent an academic exercise 
but there is no doubt that the present leaders of the industry, in spite 
of some unfavourable short term factors, remain very confident 
indeed about their prospects in later decades. 

This great expansion is not just a mirage on Canada’s economic 
horizon. In Manitoba, the International Nickel Company’s Thompson 
project has taken shape; it will start operations this year and will be 





in full scale production in 1961 with an annual capacity of 75 million 
pounds of nickel. Also in Manitoba, Hudson Bay Mining & Smelting 
Company will bring two new mines into production in 1960, In the 
Chibougamau area of Quebec a dozen companies are producing or 
are actively developing copper-gold properties. 


Iron Ore Industry 

More striking is the rapid development of the iron ore industry. 
In 1945, Canada produced 1 million tons of iron ore; in 1955 the 
figure was 17 million tons, and last year it had to 244 million 
tons. By 1965 output is expected to reach 55 million tons and to rise 
to 85 million tons by 1980. This tremendous increase will, in the main, 
feed the United States steel mills but part will, no doubt, be required 
by the growing iron and steel industries of the United Kingdom, 
Europe and of Canada herself. The impetus behind the dynamic 


United States steel producers, who can no longer find ores of sufficient 
grades or quantities within their own irne 
to Canada — attracted by her stable political climate, her favourable 
mineral taxation policies, and the i 

bodies — to fulfil their need to ensure long term ownership of iron 
supplies. Thus, Cyrus Eaton and Cleveland interests brought into 
being the Steep Rock Iron Mines in Northwestern Ontario; on

The most impressive 
developments of all are in the Labrador-New Quebec trough, 
the iron ore companies (Hanna, National Steel, Republic Steel and 
others) have already achieved gigantic — at 
will bring in another 6 million tons per son pation ia ae 
at Wabash Lake, and Quebec Cartier (United St States Steel) are now 
developing their Mount Reed project to produce 8 million tons a 
year. (A separate article on the iron ore developments in the Labrador- 
Quebec trough will appear shortly in the Board of Trade Journal.) 
These immense projects, along with smaller but significant develop- 
ments in Canada’s metal mines, are afoot now. What other pointers

Although so many British manufacturers are now familiar with the 
industry, it may be helpful to review briefly the major 


facets fae market: 


(1) The industry is ecattered across Canada. From the United 
Keno Hill Mines in the Yukon Territory to the Buchans Mine 
in Newfoundland is 3,500 miles. Selling expenses to maintain 
contact with the industry are therefore heavy. There are, how- 
ever, concentrations of mines, particularly in Ontario and 
Quebec, which can be tackled more easily. 

(2) The knowhow in the industry is Canadian and American, i.e. 
there is no reliance on United Kingdom experience in metal- 
lurgical or mining practices. 

(3) Canadian manufacturers (who are often subsidiaries of United 
States manufacturers) supply virtually everything the industry 
wants and have strong selling organizations in close contact 
with the requirements of the mining companies. 

(4) But the market is open to the imported product; the United 
States, United Kingdom, Germany and Sweden are the main 
competitors to Canadian manufacturers in the market. 

(5) on the 4 sadly wage principles of selling apply; the strong sell, stocks 

Canada, quick deliveries backed up by good, service. 


Some Hints for Newcomers 


For the United Kingdom manufacturer coming for the first time 
A, the Canadian metal mining industry, all that need be said here is 

t: 

(a) ‘There is available in British industry a host of information 
about selling to the Canadian mines. Many firms in the mining 
machinery and equipment field in Britain have taken a good 
look at Canada in the past few years. 

(b) The British Government’s Export Services in London, and 
their Trade Commissions across Canada, know a great deal 
about the industry and it is wise to draw on their knowledge 
at the outset. 

(c) There are many organizations in Canada ready to be helpful 
with information and advice, e. g. the Federal and Provincial 
mining departments, the mining associations, the mining 
technical journals, the Northern Miner, the Financial Post 
Survey of Mines, and by no means the least helpful, the mining 
companies themselves. 

The right thing for the newcomer to do is to draw on all this 
information, by personal contact in Britain and by correspondence 
with the United Kingdom Trade Commissioners and others in 
Canada, in order to develop the situation to the point at which a visit 
to Canada is indicated. And, for the old hand — it is the mixture as 
before, to keep wearing away at the stone.

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World Bank Statement on Indus Water Treaty 


THE INTERNATIONAL BANK for Reconstruction and Development 
has issued the following statement: 


“The negotiations for the conclusion of a Water Treaty between 
India and Pakistan in settlement of the Indus Waters question are 
continuing in Washington under the auspices of the World Bank. 
It is hoped that final agreement on all the outstanding points to be 
included in the Treaty will be reached within the next two months. 

‘2. The Treaty would be based on a division of the Indus Waters 
on the lines of the Proposal made by the Bank to the two Govern- 
ments in February 1954. Under this Proposal, the three Eastern 
Rivers of the Indus system (Sutlej, Reas and Ravi) would be for 
the use of India, and the three Western Rivers (Indus, Jhelum and 
Chenab) would be for the use of Pakistan. 


Construction of Works 


‘3. This division of the waters necessitates the construction of 
works to transfer, from the three Western Rivers, supplies to meet 
the irrigation uses in those areas of Pakistan which have hitherto 
depended on supplies from the three Eastern Rivers. The effect of 
this transfer would be to release the whole flow of the three Eastern 
Rivers for irrigation development in India and as part of the Treaty 
India would agree to contribute towards the cost of these works. The 
system of works to be constructed would, however, provide further 
substantial additional irrigation development both in India and 
Pakistan, and, as well as irrigation, would develop important hydro- 
electric potential in both countries. It would also make an important 
contribution to soil reclamation and drainage in Pakistan, and provide 
a measure of flood protection in both countries. 


Cost 


‘4. It is estimated that the total cost of the system of works to 
achieve these results would be of the order of the equivalent of 
$1,000 million, partly in foreign exchange and partly in local currencies. 

‘5. The Bank has evolved a plan to finance the required expenditure 
and has had assurances from certain friendly governments of their 


readiness to participate in the cost of the Plan, over and above the 
amounts to be contributed by India and Pakistan and by the Bank 
itself. The implementation of the financial plan, and the participation 
of the governments concerned would, of course, be contingent on 
the ratification of the Water Treaty now under negotiation and would 
be subject to such parliamentary and congressional action as 

in each case be necessary. The participation of each of the friendly 
governments concerned would be as follows:

‘6. The President of the World Bank is prepared to recommend to 
the Bank’s Directors that the Bank should participate with loans to 
India and Pakistan of the order of $103 million. 


‘7. The Bank’s financial plan envisages that all construction con- 
tracts would be open to competitive bidding, and that the foreign 
exchange contributions would be freely useable for p any- 
where in accordance with procedures similar to those followed by 
the Bank in its normal operations. 


‘8. ‘The cost of the construction programme would be spread over 
a period of approximately ten years, and the general supervision of 
the programme would be undertaken by the Bank.’

New Commercial Agency Law in Iraq 


ON FEBRUARY 3, 1960, the Iraqi Council of Ministers approved 
a new law relating to commercial agencies. The law is not yet in 
operation but, as commercial firms and agencies in Iraq might be 
receiving a questionnaire shortly in connection with the law, the 
following advance information is given, subject to confirmation when 
the official text is published. 


Object 
The object of the law is to restrict the holding of commercial 


agencies to Iraqi nationals or Iraqi companies in which more than 
50 per cent. of the capital is owned by Iraqis. 


Definitions 


(i) An agency is defined as ‘any commercial business carried out 
in Iraq by a person in his capacity as an agent for a real and juristical 
person or a foreign establishment, even if such establishment is a 
commercial agency, a commission agency or a transport agency and 
including a distributing agent working on his own account and com- 
mercial representation mentioned in the Code of Commerce and 
agencies mentioned in the Commercial Companies Law.’ 


(ii) An agent is defined as ‘a real or juristical person or establish- 
ment carrying out any act of agency’ provided for in paragraph (i) 
above. 


Registrations 
Agencies practising in Iraq must be registered with the Directorate- 
General of Registration and Control of Companies. Only Iraqi 


nationals or companies with more than 50 per cent. Iraqi capital will 
be eligible for registration. 


Exceptions 
The following agencies are exempt from the registration provisions: 
(i) Agencies for the export of Iraqi products; 
(ii) Agencies whose administration, maintenance and servicing 
require special technical experience which is not possessed by 
Iraqis at the time when the law comes into force. The list of 
agencies in this category will be subject to revision from time 
to time. 
Branch Companies 

A foreign company having a genuine branch in Iraq will also be 
exempt from the provisions of the law. Thus, where an agency for 
Iraq is held by a firm in a foreign country, that agency can be operated 
in Iraq by a branch of the foreign firm and need not be transferred 
to an Iraqi national or company. Careful investigations will be made 
to ensure that the branch is a genuine branch and not an agency in 
disguise. Criteria for determining whether a business is a genuine 
branch have not been laid down and it is understood that each case 
will be considered on its merits. 

Implementation : 

It is understood that commercial firms in Iraq will first be asked 
to submit a return of their agencies to the Director-General of 
Registrations and Control of Companies and that the Minister of 
Commerce will later announce publicly which agencies must be 
transferred to Iraqi control and what period will be allowed in each 
case for the transfer.

United Kingdom and Spain 


DISCUSSIONS in a cordial atmosphere were held from February 
17 to 27 in Madrid between Spanish and United Kingdom delegations 
regarding trade arrangements between the two countries for 1960. 

The major part of Spain’s imports from countries of the O.E.E.C. 
are not now subject to bilateral arrangement. For a number of products 
that remain under such arrangements quotas were fixed for imports 
from the United Kingdom into Spain. 

In view of the measures taken by the United Kingdom to remove 
quantitative restrictions from its imports no specific provision was 
necessary to govern imports from Spain into the United Kingdom. 


Australia and Canada 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Australia and Canada was signed 
in Canberra on February 12, 1960, to replace the 1931 Trade Agree- 
ment. It will come into force when ratified by both Governments, 
and will remain in force for an initial period of three years and 
thereafter subject to six months’ notice of termination 

The Agreement provides for all Australian goods to be admitted 
into Canada at British Preferential rates of duty or better. Most of the 
concessions granted to Australia in 1931 are continued, and new 
bindings have been given on the existing rates of duty, and also in 
some cases of the margins of preference, on certain goods including 
lamb and mutton, canned corned beef, canned fruit, wines, wool, 
sheep skins and sausage casings. 

The bulk of the concessions granted by Australia to Canada in 1931 
have been rebound, and there are new bindings of the present rates 
of duty on such goods as canned salmon and sardines, bookkeeping 
and tabuleting machines, cash registers, asbestos, sausage casings and 
knitting machine needles. Canada will continue to enjoy British 
Preferential rates on certain goods, including motor vehicle com- 
ponents and parts. New bindings have been given for certain minimum 
margins of preference, but in no case are the margins higher than those 
guaranteed to the United Kingdom, and in no case do they exceed 
those already enjoyed by Canada. 

The essence of the reciprocal undertaking not to impose anti- 
dumping duties in certain cases against imports from the other 
country has been retained, but the new Agreement provides for such 
action by either Government if material injury is being sustained by 
producers in the importing country and if, after adequate consultation, 
no other acceptable solution can be found. 

Provision has been made for closer consultation and co-operation 
between the two countries on matters not otherwise dealt with in the 
Agreement.

By AN EXCHANGE of Notes in Stockholm on January 20, 1960, 
the Trade Agreement between Italy and Sweden of January 10, 1952, 
has been extended for twelve months from November 1, 1959. The 
Swedish export quota for cars to Italy has been raised from 
Kr. 500,000 to Kr. 800,000. 


Morocco and Finland 


THE MOROCCAN Note de Documentation of January 1, 1960, has 
published the text of a new trade agreement between Morocco and 
Finland, signed in Paris. The agreement is valid for one year from 
June 1, 1959, to May 31, 1960, inclusive. 

Moroccan exports to "Finland will include citrus fruits, various 
food products, essential oils, tanned leather and skins including 
leather articles for industrial use, Moroccan leatherwork, processed 
and semi-processed cork, carpets, furnishing fabrics, covers and wool 
cloth.

A TREATY of Economic Association was signed in City on 


Guatemala 
February 6 by the Ministers of Economy of the Republics of Honduras, 
E] Salvador and Guatemala. 


The Treaty provides for the free circulation of persons, goods and 
capital among the territories of the contracting parties. When a Cus- 
toms Union is established, there will be free circulation of merchandise 
between the three countries concerned but until then only natural pro- 
ducts and manufactured articles originating in the three countries will 
enjoy free circulation. Within a maximum period of five years after the 
entry into force of the Treaty, a Customs Union will be established, 
under which the total charges on imports (including all duties and 
taxes) will be the same in each country. The Treaty also provides for 
the creation of a Development and Welfare Fund to facilitate public 
and private investment for productive purposes. 


Matters relating to navigation, fishing in territorial waters, inter- 
national traffic, avenues of communication, custom legislation, mone- 
tary problems or any other matters not covered by the Treaty will be 
resolved by additional protocols. 


The provisions of the Treaty do not affect those of the Central 
American Bilateral or Multilateral Economic Integration Treaties but 
take preference over any Central American bilateral or multilateral 
treaty where the Treaty of Economic Association amplifies the provi- 
sions of the latter. 


The Treaty will enter into force on the date of exchange of the In- 
struments of Ratification for a period of 20 years, to be extended indefi- 
nitely so long as two countries adhere to it. Other Central American 
countries may, if they so desire, participate in the Association.

Foreign Investment Encouragement Law 


THE KOREAN National Assembly passed on December 28, 1959, a 
Foreign Investment Encouragement Law which came into force on 
the day of its promulgation January 1, 1960. 

The Law provides the first clearly established legal framework for 
the introduction of foreign private investment capital into Korea. 
In addition to direct capital investment, it covers loans and tech- 
nological agreements. Foreign investments are guaranteed by the 
Government and, except in times of national emergency, against 
expropriation or requisition. Exemptions or reductions in tax and 
customs duties are granted for the first eight years and provision is 
made for the repatriation of both original capital and earnings at a 
maximum rate of 20 per cent. per annum of the foreign capital base. 
It is understood that the Law applies only to those countries with 
which Korea has a treaty of friendship, commerce and navigation.

Protection to Slate and Slate-Pencil Industry 


A GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN Press Handout, E. No. 465, 
announces that the Government of Pakistan have, on the recom- 
mendation of the Tariff Commission, decided to grant protection 
to the indigenous slate and slate-pencil industry for a period of two 
years with effect from October 2, 1959.

Valuation of Imports 


DECREE No. 69 of December 23, 1959, published in the Honduras 
Official Gazette of January 2, 1960, and effective within 20 days of pub- 
lication, amends Section 303 (V. aluation of Imports) of the 1955 Cus- 
toms Tariff so that the valuation of imported goods shall be based on 
the c.i.f. (cost, insurance and freight) value at the Honduran port of 
entry. If this valuation is not made by the i importer the Customs autho- 
rities will make it in accordance with the instructions of the Secretary 
of Economy and Finance. Such merchandise as is in the Customs 


Houses of the Republic at the date of coming into force of this Decree 
shall be valued f.o.b. 


CUBA 


Import Licensing 


PREVIOUS NOTICES on the extension of import licensing regula- 
tions in Cuba were published in the Board of Trade Journal on 
December 18 and 25, 1959. H.M. Embassy in Havana now reports by 
cable that importers who anticipate that they will require licences of 
more than 90 days validity should apply for an extension of a further 
90 days. In future applicants should state on the original application 
that an extension will be required and renewals should be granted 
automatically. 


UNITED STATES 
Investigation on Shrimp Industry 


IN RESPONSE to a resolution of the Committee on Ways and Means 
of the House of Representatives adopted February 9, 1960, the Tariff 
Commission have instituted an investigation into the shrimp industry, 
under Section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


The resolution directs the Commission to determine whether 
shrimps, which are at present admitted duty-free, are being imported 
into the United States in such increased quantities, either actual or 
relative to domestic production, as to cause or thieaten serious injury 
to the domestic shrimp industry, and to report the results of such 
investigation to the Committee on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives not later than three months after the date of the 
adoption of this resolution. If such determination is in the affirmative, 
the Commission shall specify in its report the rate or rates of duty 
(not in excess of 50 per cent. ad valorem) which it determines to be 


necessary to remedy or prevent such serious injury. 


A public hearing, beginning on March 16, 1960, will be held in 
the Hearing Room of the Tariff Commission, 8th and E. Streets, 
N.W., Washington, D.C. Interested parties desiring to appear should 
notify the Secretary of the Commission, in writing, at least three 
days before the hearing begins.

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New British Standards 


THE FOLLOWING details of new British Standards are announced 
by the British Standards Institution.

Laboratory Furniture and Fittings 


The publication of B.S.3202 marks the culmination of more than 
seven years of study and drafting by a representative committee and 
the subjects dealt with include the planning and design of labora- 
tories, laboratory benches, fume extraction and piped services. 
A five-page contents list and a comprehensive index have been in- 
cluded for ease of reference. 

The committee decided at an early stage in its work that the 
dimensional standardization which characterizes many British 
Standards would be generally inappropriate in this field. It was also 
decided, in view of the speed of development in laboratory construc- 
tion and furnishing and of the wide variety of purposes for which 
laboratories are required, that the preparation of a fully comprehensive 
and authoritative Code of Practice could not at present be undertaken. 
The Recommendations are accordingly published as a guide only, 
although they are claimed to represent the best modern practice. They 
refer primarily to laboratories of a fairly advanced type, such as are 
required in universities, technical colleges, research institutions and 
industrial organizations; they are not, in general, appropriate for 
school laboratories. 

It is the committee’s intention to keep the Recommendations under 
constant review. Comments or suggestions for improvement should 
be addressed to the B.S.1. Price 25s. 

Glazing and Fixing of Glass for Buildings 

Compiled by experts on glass and glazing, this 44-page British 
Standard Code of Practice (CP 152 : 1960) makes recommendations 
for the glazing and fixing of glass in buildings. It brings up to date 
the material formerly contained in B.S. 973 : 1945. The Code covers 
the selection of glass of suitable thickness for varying conditions of 
exposure and wind pressure. It gives guidance on the properties 
required to provide adequate durability and sound insulation, and on 
the fire-retardant properties of glazing. 

Glazing techniques are described in detail and recommendations 
are made for double and multiple glazing, circular and rectangular 
glass domes, glass facings (including mirrors) and fascias for various 
types of background or surround. The fixing of leaded and copper 
lights and special glass is also considered. Advice on maintenance and 
cleaning is given and notes are included on corrosion at bimetallic 
contacts.

Playground Equipment for Parks 

B.S. 3178 deals in great technical detail with the heavier type of 
equipment suitable for use in public parks and other open spaces. It 
tackles its subject from three main angles: ensuring the durability of 
equipment in exposed conditions; achieving adequate safety — but 





allowing a common-sense margin for the outlet of children’s adven- 
turousness; laying down an inspection routine that will ensure proper 
maintenance. 

Part 1 presents 2 series of general requirements relating to such 
items as steel, iron, bolts, brass, timber, concrete, paints and varnish, 
linseed oil and wood preservatives. 

Workmanship and construction are among the other subjects dealt 
with in Part 1, 

The standard states which parts of an assembly are to bear the 
mark ‘B.S. 3178’; and there is provision for licensed manufacturers 
to mark their products with the B.S.I’s well known monogram, the 
*Kite-mark.’ 

Part 2A deals with special requirements for static equipment 
(except slides). The specification focuses attention on: horizon 
bars, horizontal ladders, ‘jungle gyms’ (or ‘castle climbers’) and 
parallel bars. Materials, construction and dimensions are specified 
for each type of equipment. 

For those unconversant with the picturesque terminology of the 
playground, the standard provides definitions. For example, a jungle 
gym or castle climber is ‘a tubular steel rectangular framework, 
consisting of not less than 16 vertical tubes embedded at their base 
in concrete, and with horizontal tubes suitably disposed for climbing.’
